In our missionary work, we have much to call 
forth our gratitude. God is displaying his power 
and grace among the poor Karens, in a most 
wonderful manner. Sinee ourreturn from Maul- 
mein, we have had several companies out to hear 
ihe gospel, At one time, upwards of forty came, 
and staid with us four days, I;stening every day 
to the doctrines of the cross, with an attention 
and solemnity that would have done credit ‘toa 
Christian congregation. We liave seen all who 
were baptized previous to our visit to Maulmein, 
and as far as we can learn, they have conducted 
themselves in a manner worthy the followers of 
Jesus.

Dear Sir,—Near sixty Karens have lately 
been baptized in the province of Tavoy, and the 
interesting work of grace increasing. ‘This in- 
!furmation I have received verbaily, having receiv- 
ed no letters for some time from there. There 
have been five Karens baptized, who reside about 
fuur days rowing up the river, above here. ‘The 
Karens, as a people, are truly very interesting. 

The demaud for tracts in Burman is far greater 
than one press can possibly supply. Mr. Judson 
in Rangoon, writes, that he wants a thousand 
per week, and they are called for at his house.— 
You will perceive by the Report for 1850, that 
84,000 tracts were printed up to Jan. 1, 1531.— 
Since which time an edition of 20,000 of the View 
has been commenced and is now in progress; 
and in addition to the 4@,222 tracts distributed up 
to the Ist of Jan. 1830. there has been 27,23] 
sinee, making in the whole 72,003 tracts distribut- 
ed in less than one year. Only one year ago, none 
of the above were printed. 

It is designed to follow this edition of the View 
with 10,000 Catechisms four pages, 10,000 Inves- 
tigator 16 pages, and probably then the Balance, 
as there are only about 4,000 left of an edition of 
10,000 printed in December last. This will not 
all be completed probably antil the end of May, 
when Jolin’s epistles or Luke will most likely be 
issued.

Dram Shops in Boston. 

In the third place, we would state a few facta 
respecting licensed dram-shops in Boston, 

The following is a statement of the houses li- 
censed to sell ardent spirits in this city :— 








“IT certify, that the following licenses were 
granted by the Board of Aldermen in the year 
1330, from January Ist to December 81si: 


Tunholders, ; 70 
Victuallars, 594 
Xetailers, ; 
Confectioners, a, 4

This certificate, upon the face of it, intimates 
that we have only 22 licensed retailers in the city. 
But is it so?) Whence comes it, then; that so 
many grocery shops have been converted into 
tippling shops? that drams, in almost every va- 
riety of forms, are sold in soda shops? and that 
rooins are open for retailing ardent spirits by the 
glass in almost every street in which it may be 
hoped that atippler may be found, or a novice 
inay be decoyed, and persuaded to associate with 
drinkers. Are all these, or nearly ali of them, un- 
licensed places? No. There are, without doubt, 
many small unlicensed dram-shops in the city. 
But far the largest number of those which stand 
out in such offensive array, are supported by the 
authority of law. Is it asked, Can this be so? 
The mystery of this iniquity may be explained in 
afew words.

Conversion of a Deist. 

An account of a revival in Jefferson, Ashtabula Co., 
Ohio, written by Sanuel Hendry, Esq., and published in 
the Hudson Observer, contains the following 

INTERESTING CASE. 

“ One individual who now sits at the feet of the 
Saviour, came into this town about three years ago, 
and soon established a character for almost every 
thing that could be desirable in one man; but he 
was wrong in one thing—he was a Dest, His 
prudence and apparent candor were such that his 
coming was not viewed with much alarin, (this was 
the first entrance of infidelity here,) except by such 
as could see far enough to know that he was far 
more dangerous than a more boisterous foe;—butall 
that was feared by any one had begun to exhibit 
itself: the poison had begun to spread, and the minds 
of our youth appeared to be the medium through 
which it was to eirculate. But God who is rich in 
mercy did hear and answer prayer. ‘This man was 
brought some weeks belore our six-days meeting to 
resolve within himself that ‘if there was any truth 
in the religion of Jesus Christ, he would know it.’ 
He says he exerted every faculty of his mind to place 
his own system in such a situation, that he should 
have no partiality for it,—or that his attachment 
to it should not have the least efleet in turning him 
from the conviction of truth, He resolved, (and 
without doubt lived-up to the resolution,) that

greatly embarrassed ; for it is but fair, when they 
are censured, to look honestly at the circumstan- 
ces in which they are compelled to act in the 
Cuse, 

Let us, then, look again at the certificate of the 
City clerk. Weare here told, that, in the year 
1540, there were licensed 70 innholders, 504 vic 
tuallers, 22 retailers, and £ confectioners. What, 
then, is meant by the terms innholders, vicluelers, 
and retailers? and what is required of any one, 
under either of these names, to obtain a license ? 

In the first place, a retailer, in the eyo of the 
law, is one who is licensed to sell ardent spirits in 
a less quantity than ten gallons. But the law 
also prohibiis him from suffering any part of the 
spirils thus sold to be drank in his house, store, or 
shop; or in any of the dependencies thercof. Un 
less, therefore, by a violation of law, no tippling 
can take place in the shop of a retailers 

Lvils of a Special Law: 

Secondly. [tis to be understood, that, till the 
14th of December, 1816, the law knew no dis- 
tinction between the terms “common viclucdler, 
innholder, or taverner.” ‘They all meant the same 
thing; that is, a lavern-heeper. And a tayern- 
keeper was bound, by law, “at all times to be 
furnished with suitable provisions and lodgings, 
for the refres!iment and entertainment of strangers 
and travellers, and to have stable room, hay and 
provender for their horses or cattle, on pain of 
being deprived of his license.” By the law, then, 
as it was prior to December 14th, 1816, an iun- 
holder, a common victualler, or a taverner, was 
required to be a bona fide tavern-keeper. But there 
were large numbers of individuals, who were de- 
sirous, as the expression is, to mix liquors—that 
is, to sell spirits by the glass—who yet were not 
able, or were not disposed, lo keep a tavern. A 
remedy was therefore sought fur the evils—as 
they were deemed—of the old law respecting li- 
censes ; and it was obtained in the act of Decem- 
ber I4th, 1816;—a special act for Boston alone! 
This act was intended, we have no doubt, for 
good; but, in its results, it has preved more in- 
jurious to our city than any act which was ever 
passed by our legislature. By this act, a distine- 
tion was created between a common victualler and 
ataverner. In other words, a common victualler 
was no longer required “to furnish accommoda- 
tions for horses or cattle, or lodgings for travel- 
lers, or other persons ;” while yet he is allowed 
all the privileges of a bar-room, which were for- 
merly granted to a tavern-keeper, except that he 
“must close his place of business on Sundays, and 
on other days at 10 o’clock at night.” Here, then, 
is the law which has legalized the tippling-shops; 
that are to be seen in almost every street in our 
city. Itis under this act, that the 504 victualler’s 
licenses, in the foregoing list, were given, Before 
the passing of this act,no persons but innholders, 
or tavern-keepers, had a right to sell a glass of ar- 
dent spirits to be dvunk in the places where they were 
bought. Under the old liw, therefore, tippling- 
shops could never have been increased, to the 
alarming number in which they uow exist among 
us. 







Remedy against Dram Shops.

Tie vast extent ofcountry over whieh it has trav. 
elled ; its unusual fatality, the suddenness « f its 
attack and the rapidity with whieh it terminate 8, 
are all circumstances we!l caleulated to produce 
consternation in the minds of those who are not 

, excited on ordinary occasions. It is the impe- 
rative duty therefore of our m inicipal authorities 
to adopt every measmie which a wise prudence 
can dictate to avert from our shores this tremen- 
dous scourge.
